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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Applicant is advised that the Notice of Allowance mailed is vacated. If the issue 
fee has already been paid, applicant may request a refund or request that the fee be 
credited to a deposit account. However, applicant may wait until the application is either 
found allowable or held abandoned. If allowed, upon receipt of a new Notice of 
Allowance, applicant may request that the previously submitted issue fee be applied. If 
abandoned, applicant may request refund or credit to a specified Deposit Account. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 , 4, 6, 9, 1 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Schroer et al, US006736126B2. '126 teaches a concrete saw and 
process including a skid plate 10 and a low friction polymer shield (e.g. glide plate 
overlays 50, 60 and 70). See column 6, lines 19-34 for a discussion of the low friction 
polymer. There is "spacing between the polymer shield and the skid plate 10, due to 
the curved portions (shown in figure 6) at the ends of planar portion 47 of the guide 
plate bracket 45 (see column 6, lines 7-9). Regarding the "offset spacers" of claim 6, 
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note that applicant defines element 820, shown in figure 8a, as a "spacer (page 9, line 
21 of applicant's specification). Clearly, the structure of applicant's spacer 820 
corresponds to '126 disclosure of curved portions (shown in '126, figure 6) at the ends 
of planar portion 47. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3, 8, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schroer et al, US006736126B2. '126 does not disclose the spacing in the range of 
one tenth of an inch to half an inch. '126 discloses the shield spaced from the skid 
plate, and one of ordinary skill would recognize that it would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to have made the spacing of any size desired, since such a 
modification would have involved a mere change in the size of a component. A change 
in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re 
Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

Examiner's Comments 

7. Applicant will note that '1 26 discloses that plate 1 0 does not contact the concrete, 
and that a skid plate must contact the concrete. Applicant has defined his skid plate as 
"Skid Plate = A plate around blade to facilitate safe sawing of concrete" (page 15). 
Given this definition, plate 10 of '126 reads on a "skid plate" as defined by applicant. 

8. The examiner suggests that applicant file a continuation-in-part application, that 
clearly defines the skid plate, and that provides a figure and description of the 
combination of the concrete saw and skid plate, for better understanding of applicant's 
invention.
